Evidence of the 
dact there is nothing in the na- 
tional condition to bring about the 
lowered price on oranges, other 
than our own folly, is the fact 
that lemons, under regulated ship- 
ments, are bringing 20 to 25 per

did last year. And instead of the 
normal differential of more than 
a dollar a box between California 


and Florida oranges, in favor a 
California, it is now about 47 
cents. 

‘Tt is my feeling, and I know 
from my contact with growers in 
this section that I express the 
conviction of the vast majority of 
them, both independents and Ex- 
change members, that the prorate 
should be immediately restored. 
Certainly this is no time for ex- 
perimentation. We are pulling to- | 
gether 100 per cent to beat Hitler 
and the Japs; there is no reason, 
that I can see, why we can’t pull 
together to keep this industry 
from being sunk financially. I am 


sure that if the prorate be restor- 
ed, we will soon see navel prices 


back up there where they = 
be.”
